They called it one of the 
bloodiest fights of the Vietnam­ 
ese war. 
UJS. fighter-bombers contin­ 
ued the renewed air war against 
North Viet Nam for the third 
consecutive day, hitting mainly 
at 
bridges, railroad tracks, 
truck convoys and storage ar­ 
eas. Bad weather again ham­ 
pered assessment of damage. 
Jets from 7th Fleet carriers 
flew 20combat missions and Air 
Force planes hit Ben Thuy, the 
port on the South China Sea for 
the city of Vinh, 160 miles south 
of Hanoi, for the second day in a 
row, spokesmen said. 
U S. air cavalrymen, South 
Vietnamese paratroopers and 
South Koreans carried Opera­ 
tion Masher into the ninth day 
in 
a 13-mile-square 
battle­ 
ground around Bong Son, 290 
miles northeast 
of 
Saigon. 
Spokesmen 
said 
the Allied 
troops found several hundred 
more enemy bodies. 
The spokesmen said the Com­ 
munist toll has been established 
as 695 killed, 102 captured and 
437 suspects detained. Three- 
fourths of the latter have been 
identified as Viet Cong, they 
said.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — De. 
pression and anxiety may both­ 
er you, and there may be noth­ 
ing to be done about it, a Ca­ 
nadian psychiatrist says, unless 
some way is found for people to 
start life over—beginning at six 
months. 
That's when infants may be­ 
gin to suffer mental depressions 
severe enough to scar their tat- 
er lives, explained Dr. Carl 
Stern, a psychiatrist from the 
Universities of Montreal and 
Ottawa. 
He said the most frequent 
cause of infant depression is the 
physical absence of the mother, 
often occurring because of her 
death or the breakup of a mar­ 
riage. 


But, he said, it isn't necessary 
for the mother to be absent for 
the infant to experience depres­ 
sion.

force the state's fair trade law. 
A price-slashing contest in­ 
volving an estimated 125 to 160 
metropolitan food stores has 
continued since December, with 
few signs of a letup. 
Housewives have saved as 
much as 30 cents on shortening, 
15 cents on detergents and IO to 
15 cents per pound on meat. Ev­ 
eryday prices have been cut 
from 2 or 3 per cent to IO per 
cent on other staples such as 
coffee, cereal, flour, sugar and 
baby food. 
"The cutting is still on," said 
Bob Nelson, owner of a large 


Salt Lake City discount food 
store. “ Prices are still way be­ 
low what it takes to be a healthy 
situation. Most staples are at 
cost or 4 per cent below." 


The cutting has threatened 
Utah's “six per cent law” with 
a State Supreme Court test. The 
law bans prices that cut profit 
below 63/4 per cent of cost to 
wholesalers. 
Nelson 
said officials liave 
failed to enforce the law — 
passed in 1937 —-for die past 20 
years. 


“ They should test the law, 
enforce it, or take it off the 
books," said Nelson. 
Other grocers have expressed 
fear that a long price war could 
leave the entire market in the 
hands of laree erocerv chains.

The worst snowstorm in near­

145, including 47 persons who 
died in fires and heating acci­ 
dents.

The others 
died in traffic accidents on slick 
roads and from heart attacks 
caused by overexertion. 
The storm dumped more than 
12 inches of snow along the Ohio 
River to southwestern Illinois. 
Heavy-snow 
warnings were 
posted for most of the Ohio Val- 
ley and central Appalachian 
area. 
The storm struck southern 
Ohio 
with 
a 
fury Tuesday, 
jammed traffic, closed schools 
and stranded workers. The snow 
fell at the rate of 2 to 3 Inches 
an hour part of the day. 
The Weather Bureau said 13 
inches of snow covered Cincin­ 
nati, including IO inches which 
fell Tuesday. 
The snow ranged from 4 to 
12 inches in southern Illinois, 
southern Indiana and southern 
Ohio, and in parts of eastern 
Missouri and most of northern 
Kentucky. 
At Louisville, Ky., and at 
Belleville, 111., ac t o s s the river 
from St. Louis, snow measured 
12 inches; Dayton, Ohio, count­ 
ed IO inches, Evansville,Ind., 9 
inches, and Indianapolis 5. 
Snow, sleet and freezing rain 
covered a large section of Ken­ 
tucky and parts of eastern Ten­ 
nessee and south-central West 
Virginia. 
The heaviest snowstorm in 
more than 40 years moved into 
Kentucky, closed one-fourth of 
the schools and choked off traf­ 
fic. 
In the South, freezing weather 
plagued Arkansas. Hazardous- 
driving warnings were in effect 
after a freezing rain and snow, 
the fourth significant snowfall in 
a dozen days.

“ The reason I began using my 
own name was that I cut a record 
depicting the late great Hank 
Williams. 
That was in 1952.” 
After the Korean War in 1953 
Husky recorded his first gold 
record, “ Dear John.” 
Two of his best known records 
are “ Since You’ve Gone” , and 
“ The Wings of a Dove,” both 
recorded in 1958. 
They are 
golden records - denoting one 
million sales each. 


He hit his career highlight the 
next year,

achievement 
would be when I replaced Arthur 
Godfrey during the summer of 
1959 on radio and television,” he 
said. 
“Godfrey is one of the best 
salesmen in the world with a 
lot of education. 
It was my 
highest honor.” 
Husky has a ninth grade edu­ 
cation. 
He has been in 13 movies. 
His first was “Country Music 
Holiday” . 
He starred in it 
with Zsa Zsa Gabor. 
His 
latest 
movie 
“ Forty- 
Acre Field,” was released two 
months ago. 
He 
has another movie, “ Las 
Vegas Hillbillies,” coming out 
in April. 
Husky stars in it 
with Jayne Mansfield and Mamie 
Van Doren. 
It is 
a Warner 
Brothers release. 
“ I 
am under contract 
to 
make two more movies 
for 
Warner B rothers,” he said.

jammed traffic, closed schools 
and stranded workers. The snow 
fell at the rate of 2 to 3 inches 
an hour part of the day.

Inches of snow covered Cincin­ 
nati, including IO inches which 
fell Tuesday. 
The snow ranged from 4 to 
12 inches in southern Illinois, 
southern Indiana and southern 
Ohio, and in parts of eastern 
Missouri and most of northern 
Kentucky. 
At Louisville, Ky., and at 
Belleville, DU., across the river 
from St. Louis, snow measured 
12 inches; Dayton, Ohio, count­ 
ed IO inches, Evansville, Ind., 9 
inches, and Indianapolis 5. 
Snow, sleet and freezing rain 
covered a large section of Ken­ 
tucky and parts of eastern Ten­ 
nessee and south-central West 
Virginia.

In the light of the current interest in establish­ 
ing a junior college in Southeast Missouri an 
article in the December issue of the NEA 
Journal, a publication of the National Education 
Association, carries great interest. 
Four educators discuss the comparative merits 
of vocational education in a high school offering 
a wide choice of subjects, in a vocational high 
school and in a two-year community college. 
This, of course, is not the choice now' before 
the Bootheel. 
High schools will continue to offer vocational 
education courses, as they should, for several 
reasons not the least of which is that they give 
some students, not proficient in other subjects, 
an opportunity to get an education. There is no 
quarrel with that. 
Supt, of Schools Lynn Twitty wants the junior 
college to put major emphasis on training in 
technical skills, such as in the two-year com­ 
munity college mentioned in the NEA Journal 
article. 
Instruction would not be limited to vocational 
subjects. Regular college instruction would be 
available although the choice of academic sub­ 
jects offered in other colleges and universities 
would not be available. 
It would be possible to offer enough such in­ 
struction to permit those students desiring it 
to transfer to other institutions and to continue 
their college education. 
In the NEA Journal article, Ted Urich, as­ 
sistant superintendent of the Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, 
community schools, and Joe Mauch, dean of 
student personnel services at Iowa Wesleyan 
College in the same city, present a convincing 
argument that vocational education can be taught 
more efficiently, effectively and comprehen­ 
sively in a two-year college than in high 
school. 
“ The primary purpose of the modern high 
school is to prepare students to become worth­ 
while and responsible citizens and to equip 
them with certain basic tools of learning, such 
as writing fluency and computational skills,” 
the two educators say. “ This goal is applicable 
to the terminal student as it is to the college- 
bound, for to guide a student into a high school 
vocational course, which may fill some immedi­ 
ate economic need, may leave him not only 
culturally bankrupt but unable to adapt to 
changes in the future job market.” 
This is true. It IS; a cir flite* to p^i’Wit an/ 1 
student, whether college bound or not, to major 
on a buzz saw' if he does it at the expense of 
a basic education—provided, of course, that he 
is capable of learning. 
The Iowans argue that the key to preparing 
a student for a vocation in a period of rapid 
technological change is to make him proficient 
in those disciplines upon which all future learn­ 
ing is based rather than to limit him to a narrow 
vocational choice. Today’s machine may become 
obsolete tomorrow. 
Having a student spend a major part of his 
school day in a shop or working on a job down­ 
town lessens his exposure to courses, the two 
educators say, “ which develop better reading 
comprehension, writing fluency, computational 
skill and self-realization.” 
The person who can’t communicate effectively 
today has only limited self-realization. He is 
heavily handicapped. 
Vocational education in high school, the two 
men point out, “ is likely to lead in the long 
run to some unskilled or semi-skilled job which 
offers little security and even less hope of 
advancement.” 
This, of course, is better than being unable to 
hold any job. 
Advantages of the two-year college approach 
to vocational training is that subjects can be 
offered covering a wider range of occupational 
choices than are available in high school; the 
education can lead to good semi-professional 
Jobs not open to high school graduates—even 
those taking vocational subjects—greater ex­ 
penditures for machinery and equipment and 
better instruction can be justified and closer 
relations can be established with business and 
industry through greater specialization. 
As a means of reaching more students in 
basic high school subjects, the educators urge 
the schools to retrain their present staffs to 
utilize new procedures for reaching students in 
creative ways. 
“ Instead of adding more shops and machinery, 
they should be adding audio-visual equipment, 
programmed texts, and other teaching aids and 
learning devices, which will help students to 
obtain mastery of basic knowledge. 
“Instead of hiring more shop teachers, they 
should be hiring reading specialists, guidance 
counselors, curriculum consultants, and teach­ 
ers w'ho are concerned with the problems of 
disadvantaged and low-achieving students.” 
Then there is this emphasis placed on general 
education and the real goal of the high school, 
which is unchanging: 
“The task of the high school is to implant 
in each student the desire to continue his 
education throughout his life and to provide 
him with a solid foundation in the basic skills 
and disciplines that are so necessary for future 
learning.” 
This task is not confined to those who are 
.jplng to college. It applies to all but especially 
those who aren’t getting any more formal educa- 


H UNG RY HUNGARY 
The Communist government in Hungary on 
Tuesday, Feb. I, will raise pork prices by 
30 per cent and beef prices by 50 per cent.

Young 
people are leaving the collectives for the 
more glamorous and higher paid life in the 
cities. The older people w'ho remain behind 
wisely spend most of their time tending the 
small private plots that give them a cash income. 
Other Soviet satellite nations complain of the 
same problems. It is one of the most aston­ 
ishing phenomena of Communist Eastern Europe 
that, 20 years after World War II, its rich 
agricultural countries 
still are unable to 
guarantee their populations consistent and ade­ 
quate supplies of food.

DOES FREEDOM MEAN 
ANARCHY? 
“ Academic freedom” is the 
rallying cry on the campus to­ 
day. 
The phrase is somewhat of a 
misnomer, for it does not have 
to do so much with the right 
of teachers 
to pursue 
intel­ 
lectual truth as they see it as 
it does with the right of stu­ 
dents to promote a particular 
political 
or 
social 
idea, to 
proselyte, to demonstrate and 


--m ost revolutionary of all--to 
have a strong voice in univer­ 
sity policies and adm inistra­ 
tion. 
Initially, the campus revolt 
may have sprung from real 
grievances and have been a 
logical 
consequence of the 
“ academic 
explosion” — the 
doubling and redoubling of en­ 
rollm ents, increasing competi­ 
tion and costs and the appear­ 
ance of the “ multiversity” in 
which some students felt they 
were being reduced to faceless 
IBM cards. 
As such it was a needed and 
healthy breath of air amid the 
cloistered halls of ivy. But 
there is danger that the breeze 
is changing into a smog that 
threatens, at least on some 
campuses, to blight more than 
it revitalizes. 
Indeed, charges one political 
scientist, 
American colleges 
stand in peril of being con­ 
verted from academic institu­ 
tions, 
where knowledge 
is 
transm itted and enlarged, into 
political institutions, where the 
prevailing doctrines of the day 
are enshrined and promulgated. 
Dr. Albert Lepawsky of the 
University 
of California, 
on 
whose main campus at Berkeley 
the students’ protest movement 
really got started, attacks the 
pressure 
tactics 
being em ­ 
ployed by many students and not 
a few professors and their In­ 
creasing use of the university 
“ as a sanctuary from which to 
project upon society their own 
political 
preferences” under 
the guise of academic freedom. 
Academic 
freedom, 
says 
Lepawsky, means more than the 
guarantee of intellectual in­ 
tegrity of political liberty. 
It also includes “ the freedom 
of members of the academic 
community to carry on their 
work unhampered by colleagues 
and students who engage 
in 
political 
activity and exert 
pressures to the point of dis­ 


turbing the teaching, research 
and other relevant functions of 
the university.” 
Unless colleges have the pow­ 
e r to discipline themselves, he 
warns, to fire teachers and ex­ 
pel students who show by their 
intolerant behavior that they 
lack the qualities required for 
membership in the academic 
community, the result will be to 
“ downgrade 
academic 
stan­ 
dards to the lowest common 
denominator of political con­ 
duct in our society.” 
Where does freedom end and 
anarchy begin? This is a ques­ 
tion apparently facing not only 
the emerging 
nations of the 
world but the emerging univer­ 
sity in America as well. 


years China will have IO atomic 
weapons and ballistic missiles 
with a range great enough to 
blanket Asia. In IO years she 
will probably have intercontin­ 
ental missiles developed and 
deployed. 
Accepting the accuracy of the 
government’s information--and 
certainly the wisest course is to 
assume that it is accurate 
the 
question bothering many obser­ 
vers is how much the announce­ 
ment of this revised estimate 
was inspired by the facts and 
how 
much by the suddenly 
changed nature of the fighting in 
Viet Nam. 
Undoubtedly one purpose of the 
secretary’s warning, delivered 
at the recent NATO meeting in 
Paris, was to jolt our European 
allies 
into support of our 
unpopular involvement in South­ 
east Asia. 
But the dark suspicion haunt­ 
ing some is that this is the 
beginning of a new phase of 
psychological conditioning for 
a war with China—a condition­ 
ing not just conceived yesterday 
by a handful of warhawks in 
Washington but one that has 
been gathering of its own mo­ 
mentum ever since the shock 
of the Communist take-over 
in China in 1949. 
It is a combination of the old 
Western fear of “ the yellow 
peril;” the cliche of the de­ 
vious 
and 
“ in s c r u ta b l e 
Chinese;” the lessons learned 
--perhaps too well-learned— 
from 
the Korean 
war when 
Chinese territory was a sanc­ 
tuary for aggression, and the 
superficial but tempting logic 
of the argument for a preven­ 
tive war or direct blow at the 
“ real” enemy--all of these fac­ 
tors now given added force 
because of the perplexing bind 
in which the United States finds 
itself in Viet Nam. 
Whether such an unconscious 
impulse toward war with Red 
China exists or not, it is per­ 
haps the most compelling rea­ 
son why the war in Viet Nam 
must somehow be terminated, 
or 
drastically 
de-escalated, 
within the coming year.

THE BIG CHANGE IN THE 
SUPREME COURT 
For many years, thoughtful 
Americans who believe in our 
Constitutional 
Republic 
have 
been deeply concerned about the 
Supreme Court. They fear that 
the Supreme Court, whose pri­ 
mary duty is to guard the Con­ 
stitution, is actually undermin­ 
ing 
and even destroying it. 
There is considerable evidence 
to justify their concern. 
This modern trend in the Su­ 
preme Court is not simply due 
to the lack of judicial exper­ 
ience and occasional 
obvious 
bias of some of the present 
justices. It is the result of a 
change in our basic concept 
of what law, particularly Con­ 
stitutional law, is. Once it was 
universally accepted that law 
had a fixed and constant mean­ 
ing, that it was objective. Now­ 
adays many of our citizens think 
of law as like a piece of paper 
blown hither and yon by a shift­ 
ing wind. 
Until 
1937, the majority of 
Supreme Court Justices be­ 
lieved in objective law. When 
the President or Congress took 
any action clearly contrary to 
the Constitution by the stan­ 
dards of objective law, the Su­ 
preme Court overruled them, 
declaring their act unconstitu­ 
tional. 
From 1937 until 1953 the Su­ 
preme 
Court, backing away 
from objective law, was still 
not fully 
committed to its 
present doctrine of making the 
Constitution say anything that 
might seem convenient for the 
moment. The Court followed 
a hands-off policy, h eartin g 


CHINA’S BOMBS LOOM 
LARGER 
Long before Communist China 
exploded its first atomic bomb, 
the implications of such a capa­ 
bility in the hands of Peking 
were consistently minimized by 
Washington. 
Even after the unjoyous event 
occurred in October 1964, the 
'pooh-poohing 
continued. 
One 
bomb does not an arsenal make, 
we were told, nor belligerent 
boasts a delivery system. The 
danger posed by a nuclear­ 
arm ed China lay many years in 
the future. 
All this, of course, was before 
the rapid escalation of the war 
in Viet Nam that took place in 
1965. 
Now Secretary of Defense Mc­

WASHINGTON—Certain Army 
officers are going over the head 
of their civilian commander-in- 
chief in the White House to their 
friend Rep. Mendel Rivers, D- 
S.C., chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee to 
reverse LBJ on the Nike-X. 
The Nike-X is a $20 billion 
plan to knock out 
intercon­ 
tinental m issiles travelling at 
18,000 miles an hour.

Secretary of Defense

Namara has said that we have 
the missile capability to knock 
out all of Russia’s cities six 
tim es over, and that Russia has 
the capability of knocking out 
ours. Recently he has also said 
that following such a surprise 
m issile attack, the United States 
would still be able to retaliate. 
All this has been well pub­ 
licized. What hasn’t been pub­ 
licized is the fact that Gen. 
Austin Betts, chief of Army 
research, has completed a stag­ 
gering 23-volume report on a 
new way to knock down ICBM’s 
hurtling through space at 18,- 
000 miles an hour. The newde- 
fense, using a computer brain 
and radar guidance, he calls 
the Nike-X. 
It would supplement the pres­ 
ent Nike defenses around major 
American cities, built to defend 
against airplane, not missile 
attack. 
The National Security Council 
has pronounced the plan feasi­ 
ble, but the President has ruled 
against action now. With^ huge 
militarv Tin dee t necessar 
as 


a result of the Viet Nam war, 
he felt the Nike-X could wait. 
Furtherm ore, it is not at all 
certain that after spending the 
$20 
billion the Nike-X will 
actually work. 
So some of the generals are 
going over his head. 
Note--The Armed Forces have 
given Rep. Mendel Rivers a ir­ 
plane transportation to Charles­ 
ton, S.C. and back whenever 
he wants it--at the tax-payers 
expense; also have given him 
medical treatment at Bethesda 
Naval Hospital to sober up from 
his benders. Their generosity 
may now pay off.

For three years Rep. Edward 
J. Derwinski, Republican from 
the Chicago suburbs, has staged 
the annual Congressional Golf 
Tournament at the fashionable 
Breakers Hotel in Palm Beach, 
Fla.

Labor’s Allies in Senate Bottle 
Up Bills Aimed at Benning War 
Time Strikes 
Washington, D.C.: 
-- From 
the razor-edged tongue of the 
fast-tem pered 
Sen. 
Wayne 
Morse 
comes 
an 
awesome 
warning that a massive Asian 
war is shaping up and that this 
land had better make certain 
it has stable labor-management 
relations 
during the coming 
conflict. 
Meaning, 
it appears, 
there 
shall be no serious strikes sup­ 
posedly, such as the one which 
some weeks ago paralyzed the 
lone U.S. gun powder plant, 
which, in turn, forced the shut­ 
ting down of bullet factories. 
Yet, Sen. Morse and a group 
of his colleagues have jammed 
a long-lost pigeonhole with sev­ 
eral long-lost bills which would 
prevent war time strikes. 
It has all been discussed angri­ 
ly, but quietly in the cloak room 
and corridors in and around the 
Senate quarters, since the duel­ 
ing began over repeal of the ban 
on the union shop. Morse is for 
repeal of the law which says, 
in effect, that a worker need 
not join a union to hold a job 
in a plant. 
He has joined with his friends 
inside labor in demanding the 
energetic Septuagenarian, Sen­ 
ator Dirksen, yield to the union 
chiefs’ demand that “ you vote 
us down or vote us up but 
perm it a vote on 14-B.” 
The gentleman from Oregon 
has warned that there will be 
labor trouble as we head into 
a possible “ world war” unless 
14-B is repealed. 
But the Senator’s critics -- 
and there are many — point 
out that he has prevented any 
vote from being taken, even in 
the Senate Labor Committee, on 
bills 
which would 
restrict 
strikes at the Cape Kennedy 
space and Moonports, on m is­ 
sile bases and in defense plants. 
Nor has Morse been willing to 
perm it any vote or even dis­ 
cussion of McClellan’s proposal 
that “ city crippling” such as 
the New York transit strike be 
subjected, as part of the coun­ 
try ’s transportation system, to 
anti-trust laws. 
Some of these bills have been 
in the Senate Labor and Public 
’A elfare Committee for over 
vear. Thpv’re still thprp

im- 


touched, 
unread, 
unmoved. 
Nominally 
the 
Committee 
chairman 
is Alabama’s 
Sen. 
L ister Hill, a genial gentleman 
of 71, who is the colleague of 
Sen. Sparkman, once running- 
mate of Adlai Stevenson. 
But the real powers on the 
Committee, members of which 
are also Senators Jack Javits, 
Edward and Bob Kennedy, are 
Wayne Morse and Michigan’s 
71-year-old Pat McNamara. 
Morse is an old ally of West 
Coast labor chiefs. McNamara 
is part of the labor movement 
despite his years in the Senate. 
For some 20 years he was 
president of a pipefitters’ union 
and active in the Michigan con­ 
struction trades unions. 
They have not permitted any 
action 
on 
McClellan’s bills 
despite their outcry for a simple 
yes or no vote on the 14-B 
repealer. This has angered the 
inexorable Sen. McClellan, and 
he does not easily forget a 
campaign. 
He and his famed Government 
Operations Committee now have 
considerable 
detailed knowl­ 
edge of costs and delays spring­ 
ing from jurisdictional strikes 
--civil war between unions-- 
at Cape Kennedy. His investiga­ 
tors have prepared detailed and 
documented reports of brutal 
wastage caused by strikes which 
had little or no relationship to 
the space base itself--though it 
always gets caught in the cross­ 
fire. 
Furthermore, McClellan and 
other Senators are convinced 
that no bill remotely critical 
of labor now stands a chance 
of getting heard in committee, 
much less on the Senate floor. 
As an example, they point to 
a McClellan bill, which is aimed 
simply at tightening up the pen­ 
sion fund laws. McClellan has 
discovered pilfering of mil­ 
lions of dollars by locals right 
across the U.S. He has the 
evidence. He will hold public 
hearings within the year. But he 
speaks sadly of any chance to 
get the Senate Labor Committee 
even to consider the bill.

In the light of the current interest in establish­ 
ing a junior college in Southeast Missouri an 
article in the December issue of the NEA 
Journal, a publication of the National Education 
Association, carries great interest. 
Four educators discuss the comparative merits 
of vocational education in a high school offering 
a wide choice of subjects, in a vocational high 
school and in a two-year community college. 
This, of course, is not the choice now before 
the Bootheel. 
High schools will continue to offer vocational 
education courses, as they should, for several 
reasons not the least of which is that they give 
some students, not proficient in other subjects, 
an opportunity to get an education. There is no 
quarrel with that. 
Supt, of Schools Lynn Twitty wants the junior 
college to put major emphasis on training in 
technical skills, such as in the two-year com­ 
munity college mentioned in the NEA Journal 
article. 
Instruction would not be limited to vocational 
subjects. Regular college instruction would be 
available although the choice of academic sub­ 
jects offered in other colleges and universities 
would not be available. 
It would be possible to offer enough such in­ 
struction to permit those students desiring it 
to transfer to other institutions and to continue 
their college education. 
In the NEA Journal article, Ted Urich, as­ 
sistant superintendent of the Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, 
community schools, and Joe Mauch, dean of 
student personnel services at Iowa Wesleyan 
College in the same city, present a convincing 
argument that vocational education can be taught 
more efficiently, effectively and comprehen­ 
sively in a two-year college than in high 
school. 
“ The primary purpose of the modern high 
school is to prepare students to become worth­ 
while and responsible citizens and to equip 
them with certain basic tools of learning, such 
as writing fluency and computational skills,” 
the two educators say. “ This goal is applicable 
to the terminal student as it is to the college- 
bound, for to guide a student into a high school 
vocational course, which may fill some immedi­ 
ate economic need, may leave him not only 
culturally bankrupt but unable to adapt to 
changes in the future job m arket.” 
This is true. It 
a *<51rfnfc* to 
anjP I 
student, whether college bound or not, to major 
on a buzz saw if he does it at the expense of 
a basic education—provided, of course, that he 
Is capable of learning. 
The Iowans argue that the key to preparing 
a student for a vocation in a period of rapid 
technological change is to make him proficient 
in those disciplines upon which all future learn­ 
ing is based rather than to limit him to a narrow- 
vocational choice. Today’s machine may become 
obsolete tomorrow. 
Having a student spend a major part of his 
school day in a shop or working on a job down­ 
town lessens his exposure to courses, the two 
educators say, “ which develop better reading 
comprehension, writing fluency, computational 
skill and self-realization.” 
The person who can’t communicate effectively 
today has only limited self-realization. He is 
heavily handicapped. 
Vocational education in high school, the two 
men point out, “ is likely to lead in the long 
run to some unskilled or semi-skilled job which 
offers little security and even less hope of 
advancement.” 
This, of course, is better than being unable to 
hold any job. 
Advantages of the two-year college approach 
to vocational training is that subjects can be 
offered covering a wider range of occupational 
choices than are available in high school; the 
education can lead to good semi-professional 
Jobs not open to high school graduates—even 
those taking vocational subjects--greater ex­ 
penditures for machinery and equipment and 
better instruction can be justified and closer 
relations can be established with business and 
industry through greater specialization. 
As a means of reaching more students in 
basic high school subjects, the educators urge 
the schools to retrain their present staffs to 
utilize new procedures for reaching students in 
creative ways. 
“ Instead of adding more shops and machinery, 
they should be adding audio-visual equipment, 
programmed texts, and other teaching aids and 
learning devices, which will help students to 
obtain mastery of basic knowledge. 
“ Instead of hiring more shop teachers, they 
should be hiring reading specialists, guidance 
counselors, curriculum consultants, and teach­ 
ers who are concerned with the problems of 
disadvantaged and low-achieving students.” 
Then there is this emphasis placed on general 
education a n d the real goal of the high school, 
which is unchanging: 
“The task of the high school is to implant 
in each student the desire to continue his 
education throughout his life and to provide 
him with a solid foundation in the basic skills 
and disciplines that are so necessary for future 
learning.” 
This task is not confined to those who are 
going to college, It applies to all but especially 
those who aren’t getting any more formal educa­ 


tion. 
Our highly industrialized and technological 
society has not minimized the need for basic 
high school instruction. If anything it has in­ 
creased it. The fundamentals were never more 
important.

HUNGRY HUNGARY 
The Communist government in Hungary on 
Tuesday, Feb. I, will raise pork prices by 
30 per cent and beef prices by 50 per cent. 
Western observers see this as 
a desperation 
move to spur livestock production through great­ 
er incentives on the collective and state farms. 
Hungarian consumers are grumbling, of course, 
but simply will have to tighten their belts. 
An outbreak of hoof-and-mouth disease last 
spring decimated some herds in Hungary. The 
meat situation already was bleak due to feed 
shortages. 
To meet minimum consumer de­ 
mands, the government was forced to import 
low-grade frozen beef. 
Collectivization has been a huge failure in 
Hungary. Low- government investment and peas­ 
ant passivity have kept the country’s agricul­ 
ture in a state of stagnation since 1958. Young 
people are leaving the collectives for the 
more glamorous and higher paid life in the 
cities. The older people who remain behind 
wisely spend most of their time tending the 
small private plots that give them a cash income. 
Other Soviet satellite nations complain of the 
same problems. It is one of the most aston­ 
ishing phenomena of Communist Eastern Europe 
that, 20 years after World War II, its rich 
agricultural countries 
still are unable to 
guarantee their populations consistent and ade­ 
quate supplies of food.

The Frenchmen point out that tight 
skirts and high heels* are bad enough, but the 
“ foundation garm ents” that restrict breathing 
and make it hard to move are far, far worse. 
The driving instructors have now recommended 
that the French dress designers — and par­ 
ticularly the lingerie designers—devote atten­ 
tion of special clothing for the benefit of women 
drivers. Although they didn’t say so, the in­ 
structors feel that this needs a vast amount 
of time and attention. 
They’ve offered to help.

DOES FREEDOM MEAN 
ANARCHY? 
"Academic freedom" is the 
rallying cry on the campus to­ 
day. 
The phrase is somewhat of a 
misnomer, for it does not have 
to do so much with the right 
of teachers to pursue 
intel­ 
lectual truth as they see it as 
it does with the right of stu­ 
dents to promote a particular 
political 
or 
social 
idea, to 
proselyte, to demonstrate and 


--m ost revolutionary of all--to 
have a strong voice in univer­ 
sity policies and adm inistra­ 
tion. 
Initially, the campus revolt 
may have sprung from real 
grievances and have been a 
logical 
consequence of the 
“ academic 
explosion" — the 
doubling and redoubling of en­ 
rollments, increasing competi­ 
tion and costs and the appear­ 
ance of the “ multiversity" in 
which some students felt they 
were being reduced to faceless 
IBM cards. 
As such it was a needed and 
healthy breath of air amid the 
cloistered halls of ivy. But 
there is danger that the breeze 
is changing into a smog that 
threatens, at least on some 
campuses, to blight more than 
it revitalizes. 
Indeed, charges one political 
scientist, 
American colleges 
stand in peril of being con­ 
verted from academic institu­ 
tions, 
where knowledge 
Is 
transm itted and enlarged, into 
political institutions, where the 
prevailing doctrines of the day 
are enshrined and promulgated. 
Dr. Albert Lepawsky of the 
University 
of California, 
on 
whose main campus at Berkeley 
the students' protest movement 
really got started, attacks the 
pressure 
tactics 
being em ­ 
ployed by many students and not 
a few professors and their In­ 
creasing use of the university 
“ as a sanctuary from which to 
project upon society their own 
political 
preferences" under 
the guise of academic freedom. 
Academic 
freedom, 
says 
Lepawsky, means more than the 
guarantee of intellectual in­ 
tegrity of political liberty. 
It also includes "the freedom 
of members of the academic 
community to carry on their 
work unhampered by colleagues 
and students who engage 
in 
political 
activity and exert 
pressures to the point of dis­ 


turbing the teaching, research 
and other relevant functions of 
the university." 
Unless colleges have the pow­ 
e r to discipline themselves, he 
warns, to fire teachers and ex­ 
pel students who show by their 
intolerant behavior that they 
lack the qualities required for 
membership in the academic 
community, the result will be to 
“ downgrade 
academic 
stan­ 
dards to the lowest common 
denominator of political con­ 
duct in our society." 
Where does freedom end and 
anarchy begin? This is a ques­ 
tion apparently facing not only 
the emerging 
nations of the 
world but the emerging univer­ 
sity in America as well.

Accepting the accuracy of the

Viet Nam. 
Undoubtedly one purpose of the

mentum ever since the shock 
of the Communist take-over 
in China in 1949. 
It is a combination of the old 
Western fear of "the yellow 
peru ;" the cliche of the de­ 
vious 
and 
“ in s c r u t a b l e 
Chinese;" the lessons learned 
--perhaps too well-learned— 
from 
the Korean 
war when 
Chinese territory was a sanc­ 
tuary for aggression, and the 
superficial but tempting logic 
of the argument for a preven­ 
tive war or direct blow at the 
" re a l" enemy—all of these fac­ 
tors now given added force 
because of the perplexing bind 
in which the United States finds 
itself in Viet Nam. 
Whether such an unconscious 
impulse toward war with Red 
China exists or not, it is per­ 
haps the most compelling rea­ 
son why the war in Viet Nam 
must somehow be terminated, 
or 
drastically de-escalated, 
within the coming year.

WASHINGTON—Certain Army 
officers are going over the head 
of their civilian commander-in- 
chief in the White House to their 
friend Rep. Mendel Rivers, D- 
S.C., chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee to 
reverse LBJ on the Nike-X. 
The Nike*X is a $20 billion 
plan to knock out 
intercon­ 
tinental m issiles travelling at 
18,000 miles an hour. 
So far no defense against these 
m issiles, which cantravel from 
Moscow to Washington in about 
19 minutes has been developed. 
We have such m issiles, so does 
Russia; 
and both 
countries 
figure that if we ever push the 
button, that’s it. 
Secretary of Defense 
Mc­ 
Namara has said that we have 
the missile capability to knock 
out all of Russia’s cities six 
tim es over, and that Russia has 
the capability of knocking out 
ours. Recently he has also said 
that following such a surprise 
m tasflt attack, the United Staten 
would still be able to retaliate. 
All this has been well pub­ 
licized. What hasn’t been pub­ 
licized is the fact that Gen. 
Austin Betts, chief of Army 
research, has completed a stag­ 
gering 23-volume report on a 
new way to knock down ICBM's 
hurtling through space at 18,- 
000 miles an hour. The new de­ 
fense, using a computer brain 
and radar guidance, he calls 
the Nike-X. 
It would supplement the pres­ 
ent Nike defenses around major 
Amiricin cities, built todtCind 
against airplane, not m issile 
attack. 
The National Security Council 
has pronounced the plan feasi­ 
ble, but the Pjres^dfiit bus ruled 
against action now. Withal huge 
military 'Tnidret necessary as 


a result of the Viet Nam war, 
he felt the Nike-X could walt. 
Furtherm ore, it is not at all 
certain that after spending the 
$20 
billion the Nike-X will 
actually work. 
So some of the generals are 
going over his head. 
Note—The Armed Forces have 
given Rep.

THE BIG CHANGE IN THE 
SUPREME COURT 
For many years, thoughtful 
Americans who believe in our 
Constitutional 
Republic 
have 
been deeply concerned about the 
Supreme Court. They fear that 
the Supreme Court, whose pri­ 
mary duty is to guard the Con­ 
stitution, is actually undermin­ 
ing 
and even destroying it. 
There is considerable evidence 
to justify their concern. 
This modern trend in the Su­ 
preme Court is not simply due 
to the lack of judicial exper­ 
ience and occasional 
obvious 
bias of some of the present 
justices. It is the result of a 
change in our basic concept 
of what law, particularly Con­ 
stitutional law, is. Once it was 
universally accepted that law 
had a fixed and constant mean­ 
ing, that it was objective. Now­ 
adays many of our citizens think 
of law as like a piece of paper 
blown hither and yon by a shift­ 
ing wind. 
Until 1937, the majority of 
Supreme Court Justices be­ 
lieved in objective law. When 
the President or Congress took 
any action clearly contrary to 
the Constitution by the stan­ 
dards of objective law, the Su­ 
preme Court overruled them, 
declaring their act unconstitu­ 
tional. 
From 1937 until 1953 the Su­ 
preme 
Court, backing away 
from objective law, was still 
not fully 
committed to its 
present doctrine of making the 
Constitution say anything that 
might seem convenient for the 
moment. The Court followed 
a hands-off policy, he sid in g 
to declare afey 
jmGo^s^tu- 
tional. 
Now the big change is com­ 
plete, and since 1953 the Court 
has been striking down any law 
or act it does not like, reading 
its dislikes into the Constitu­ 
tion. Our Republic cannot sur­ 
vive too much of that kind of 
treatm ent of its founding docu­ 
ment.

Time Strikes 
Washington, D.C.: 
— From 
the razor-edged tongue of the 
fast-tem pered 
Sen. 
Wayne 
Morse 
comes 
an awesome 
warning that a massive Asian 
war is shaping up and that this 
land had better make certain 
it has stable labor-management 
relations 
during the coming 
conflict. 
Meaning, 
it appears, 
there 
shall be no serious strikes sup­ 
posedly, such as the one which 
some weeks ago paralyzed the 
lone U.S. gun powder plant, 
which, in turn, forced the shut­ 
ting down of bullet factories, 
Yet, Sen.

Morse is for 
repeal of the law which says, 
in effect, that a worker need 
not join a union to hold a job 
in a plant. 
He has joined with his friends 
inside labor in demanding the 
energetic Septuagenarian, Sen­ 
ator Dirksen, yield to the union 
chiefs’ demand that "you vote 
us down or vote us up but 
perm it a vote on 14-B." 
The gentleman from Oregon 
has warned that there will be 
labor trouble as we head into 
a possible "world war" unless 
14-B is repealed. 
But the Senator’s critics — 
and there are many — point 
out that he has prevented any 
vote from being taken, even in 
the Senate Labor Committee, on 
bills 
which would 
restrict 
strikes at the Cape Kennedy 
space and Moonports, on mis­ 
sile bases and in defense plants. 
Nor has Morse been willing to 
perm it any vote or even dis­ 
cussion of McClellan's proposal 
that “ city crippling" such as 
the New York transit strike be 
subjected, as part of the coun­ 
try 's transportation system, to 
anti-trust laws. 
Some of these bills have been 
in the Senate Labor and Public 
Aelfare Committee for over a 
vear.

$10 billion from the current 
year. 
That’s a lot of money to pour 
into the economy. It will stimu­ 
late many communities, many 
suppliers of goods and services, 
many individual incomes. 
The President says that in­ 
creased tax collections should 
drain most of that back,leaving 
only a comparative smidgeon of 
Treasury red ink, if any. 
Critics note that uncertainties 
of future spending for the Viet 
Nam war could shove total gov­ 
ernment outlays unexpectedly 
higher, and increase the deficit 
when the Treasury closes its 
books June 30, 1967. T hus,the 
deficit could continue to be a 
push, however mild, toward in­ 
flation. 
Consumers are faced with a 
much more immediate pros­ 
pect: rising prices in the weeks 
and months ahead.

It will 
come well before the budget 
makes much of a difference in 
the economy. 
And the b aselin es between 
government and business, be­ 
tween government and labor, 
over the guidelines expected to 
hold down price and wage in­ 
creases may be drawn sharply 
in the future. Early government 
successes — mainly with the 
metals industry — are regarded 
as no final victory. 
Will the restraints work that 
were recently put into effect or 
proposed? 
The Federal Reserve earl vin 
January 
started a move that 
has sent interest rates rising In 
many fields, from bank loans to 
business to consumer credit .So 
far, this lias not dampened the 
demand for loans to any percept 
table degree. Business and con­ 
sum ers go on borrowing, at the 
higher cost. 
The President proposes col­ 
lecting taxes faster, thus leav­ 


ing individuals, but particularly 
corporations, less ready cash to 
spend. This could send some 
people with sm aller take-home 
pay to loan offices and some 
corporations into the money 
market for funds to pay for new 
plants and equipment. But the 
guessing is that demand for 
loans may go up, and interest 
rates with them, but that the 
borrowing will be slowed very 
little if at all by the proposed 
tax changes. 
But if the public should be­ 
lieve that the administration 
and the Congress were really 
set on curbing the boom, and 
might put in more severe meas­ 
ures than now formally pro­ 
posed, the speculative fever 
some see building up might l*e 
quickly chilled. Tile President, 
Congress and the money man­ 
agers have many other tricks 
up their sleeves they could use. 
Whatever 
happens, 
the 
changeover from stimulation, 
within lim its; to restraint, with­ 
in lim its, will be interesting, 
and instructive, and important 
to watch. That’s because it has 
dollar and cents implications 
for everyone.

The candies are penny-sized, 
fruit-flavored tablets packaged 
in foil. 
Cameron wrote: “ This small 
act of kindness brought happi­ 
ness to many, many children, 
some of whom had never before 
received a gift.

The firm took the problem to 
its workers, who came up with 
the idea of the Saturday “ work- 
in” .

WASHINGTON (AP) — Each 
dependent you can claim on 
your 1965 income tax return 
means a $600 exemption off 
your income. A dependent could 
be your child, parent, some oth­ 
er relative, or a friend. 
A wife is not a dependent. 
Husband-wife exemptions, ex­ 
plained earlier in this series, 
vary by age. But exemptions for 
a dependent, under or over 65, 
is a flat $600. There is no extra 
exemption for blindness. 
One test of whether you can 
claim a person as a dependent 
is this: Did you contribute more 
than half his support In 1965? 
Hereafter, to save space, it will 
be referred to as the test. 
You can claim your child as a 
dependent if he was born or 
died in 1965, but not a stillborn 
child, if you met the test in that 
part of the year in which the 
child lived. 
You can claim your child, 
stepchild or adopted child, un­ 
der or over 19, if he had less 
than $600 income and you met 
the test. 
If your under-19 child had $600 
or more Income, he’s have to 
file a return and take his own 
$600 exemption there, as does 
everyone with that much in­ 
come, but if you met the test 
you could claim him as an ex­ 
emption on your return without 
including his income. 
But if your child 19 or over 
had $600 or more income you 
could not claim him as a de­ 
pendent, even though you had 
met the test, unless he was a 
full-time student. 
If he was a full-time student, 
he’s file his own return on his 
$600 or more income, taking his 
own exemption, but if you met 
the support test you could claim 
him as a dependent without lis­ 
ting his income. 
Your child would not be con­ 
sidered a full-time student ifhe 
had a regular full-time job and 
went to night school, or took 
correspondence 
courses. 
If 
your child won a scholarship, 
that wouldn’t count in deciding 
whether 
you had met the sup­ 
port test. 
But, in the case of a married 
child who filed a joint return 
with his or her spouse, you 
couldn’t claim an exemption 
even though you had met the 
support test for that child. 
You can’t claim a paid ser­ 
vant in your home as a depend­ 
ent. But you could claim a 
friend or foster parent if he 
lived in your home a full year, 
got more than half his support 
from you, and did not have as 
much as $600 income of his own. 
You can also claim the fol­ 
lowing relatives as dependents 
if you met the support test and 
they did not have $600 or more 
taxable income: 
Your grandchild, great-grand­ 
child, and so on; brother, sister, 
half-brother, half-sister; par­ 
ent, grandparent, great-grand­ 
parent or other direct ancestor; 
step-mother, 
or 
step-father; 
aunt or uncle, meaning a brother 
or sister of your mother or 
father; niece or nephew, mean­ 
ing a son or daughter of your 
brother or sister; father-in- 
law, mother-in-law, son-in-law, 
daughter-in-law, 
brother • in­ 
law, or sister-in-law. 
Neither 
death nor divorce 
ends any of the above relation­ 
ships. Example: if you meet the 
support test you can continue to 
claim your father-in-law as a 
lependent 
even 
though your 


wife is dead or divorced. 
Suppose one of the relatives 
listed above had, say, $700 in 
nontaxable income, like Social 
Security payments. Could you 
claim him as a dependent? Yes, 
if you met the support test. 
There’d be no question if that 
dependent banked the nontaxa­ 
ble income and didn’t use it to 
live on. If he spent some or all 
of it to help support himself, 
you’d have to decide whether 
your help was more than half 
his support. 
Remember: If such a relative 
had taxable income of $600 or 
more, he’d have to file his own 
return and you couldn’t claim 
him 
as a 
dependent, 
even 
though you had met the support 
test. 
If a dependent died in 196 5 but 
you paid more than half his sup­ 
port during the part of the year 
in which he lived, you could 
claim him as a dependent and 
take a $600 exemption for him, 
provided he did not have $600 or 
more taxable income of his own.

If your under-19 child had $600 
or more income, he's have to 
file a return and take his own 
$600 exemption there, as does 
everyone with that much in­ 
come, but if you met the test 
you could claim him as an ex­ 
emption on your return without 
including his income. 
But if your child 19 or over 
had $600 or more income you 
could not claim him as a de­ 
pendent, even though you had 
met the test, unless he was a 
full-time student. 
If he was a full-time student, 
he's file his own return on his 
$600 or more income, taking his 
own exemption, but if you met 
the support test you could claim 
him as a dependent without lis­ 
ting his income. 
Your child would not be con­ 
sidered a full-time student lf he 
had a regular full-time job and 
went to night school, or took 
correspondence 
courses. 
If 
your child won a scholarship,

It will be the first tim e since 
the adm inistration of Dr. S trat­ 
ton D. Brooks of the 1920s that 
a University president will be 
interested in teen-age problem s 
from a family standpoint. 
M rs. Waver is a mother as well 
as the first lady of the Uni­ 
v ersity . She will share with 
m others of M. U. students their 
concern over having a son away 
at college. 
Andrew 
Weaver 
plans to c o ift^ * -his studies ■ 
at Columbus. 
The W eavers will bring with 
them a wide range of interests 
and hobbies which they share. 
M rs. Weaver views faculty 
w ives clubs as an important 
p art of university life. 
“ If a wife can’t be happy in 
a university community, then 
h e r husband isn’t happy,’’ she 
explains. 
Faculty wives’ clubs, she be­ 
lieves, provide an atm osphere 


and a sim ilarity in interests for 
congenial group association. 
She also has been active in 
Red C ross and has interests 
in Zeta Phi Eta, honorary in 
the field of interpretative read ­ 
ing, the American Pen Women 
in lecturing, and P. E. O. 
M rs.- Weaver, 
who 
took a 
bachelor of a rts degree at the 
U niversity 
of California at 
Berkeley, went to the U niversity 
of 
W isconsin for 
advanced 
speech studies because Andrew 
W eaver, father of the U niver­ 
sity’s president-elect, directed 
“ the finest speech departm ent 
in the country.’’

Paul, Minn., while Dr. Weaver 
was located in those cities. 
She 
is interested in Sunday 
school teaching and has con­ 
tinued to do a great deal of 
platform reading. 
Around the home she is more 
interested in entertaining than 
in any specific duties. “ Pm not 
the type who works off an irrita ­ 


tion by baking an apple pie or 
anything like that,” she con­ 
tinued.

Jones, who is 28, plans to re­ 
turn to Viet Nam, one way or 
another. One way might be rn 
uniform; he is a member of the 
Air Force R eserve. If he goes as 
an entertainer, he would like to 
return with a small troupe and 
visit outposts that seldom see 
entertainers. 


No Satisfaction in 
Bombing Restart 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Both 
the hawks and doves probably 
w ere dissatisfied with the w a ­ 
ttle a ir war against North Viet 
Nam was restarted . 
The hawks wanted to raise the 
level of the targets — to hit in­ 
d u strial, power, port, petrole­ 
um supplies and other Commu­ 
nist resources, including those 
around 
Hanoi and Haiphong, 
North Viet N am 's capital and 
chief port. 
The doves wanted the bomb­ 
ing pause continued longer, per­ 
haps indefinitely. 
The first bombing strikes aft­ 
e r a 37-day break for the peace 
offensive involved roughly the 
sam e order of targets and the 
sam e areas that were hit when 
the a ir war in the North began 
just short of a year ago. 
The targets were bridges, 
w arehouses, truck traffic and 
the like. 
The area struck in the first 
post-pause attacks was far south 
of Hanoi, relatively near the 
boundary splitting Viet Nam 
into its Communist and non­ 
com m unist halves. 
The proponents of escalation 
claim these objectives were hit 
repeatedly before the pause — 
and that the infiltration actually 
grew rather than diminished. 
President Johnson indicated 
strongly Monday that bombing 
operations in the North will re­ 
main under tight control from 
the White House. 
But by no means did Johnson 
foreclose the possibility that the 
United States may find it neces­ 
sary to escalate the war by 
slam m ing targets which so far 
have been only nicked, or not 
struck at all. 
T here's a broad body of opin­ 
ion in the m ilitary and in Con­ 
g re ss which holds there is little 
sense in returning to the air war 
at the old stand. 
O fficers 
and 
congressm en 
holding this view argue that the 
only logical course now is to 
heap punishment on the Com­ 
m unists in North Viet N am — to 
hit them where it really hurts. 
As a counterweight to this, 
certain officials in the State De­ 
partm ent reportedly have fa­ 


vored holding the bombing to a 
low er 
target level, 
strictly 
along 
the infiltration routes. 
The term s hawk and dove ac­ 
tually are oversim plifications. 
There is a range of views in 
both general camps — varying 
degrees 
of 
hawkism 
and 
dovism. 
For example, nobody could 
legitim ately characterize any of 
the m ilitary chiefs as doves. 
Yet, 
there are divergencies 
among them on various aspects 
of the war. 
Gen. John P . McConnell, the 
A ir Force chief of staff, is un­ 
derstood to be eager to turn his 
B52 heavy jet bombers against 
North Viet Nam. Other mem­ 
bers of the Joint Chiefs would 
place priorities 
elsew here. 
To Adm. David L . McDonald, 
chief of naval operations, action 
against the port of Haiphong — 
the 
main intake of seaborne 
supplies from the Soviet Union 
— bulks perhaps more im por­ 
tant. 
In the war in South Viet Nam, 
Gen. Wallace M. Greene, the 
M arine commandant, espouses 
a strategy of widening coastal 
enclaves to join them eventually 
into one long beachhead as a 
base of operations. 
Gen. Harold K. Johnson, the 
Arm y chief of staff, p refers a 
strategy which involves blocking 
main 
Communist approaches 
from Cambodia and Laos and 
sending mobile forces around 
the country to find, fix and fight 
Viet Cong and North Vietnam­ 
ese troops.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Both 
the hawks and doves probably 
were dissatisfied with the way 
the air war against North Viet 
Nam was restarted. 
The hawks wanted to raise the 
level of the targets — to hit in­ 
dustrial, power, port, petrole­ 
um supplies and other Commu­ 
nist resources, including those 
around 
Hanoi and Haiphong, 
North Viet Nam’s capital and 
chief port. 
The doves wanted the bomb­ 
ing pause continued longer, per­ 
haps indefinitely. 
The first bombing strikes aft­ 
er a 37-day break for the peace 
offensive involved rouglily the 
same order of targets and the 
same areas that were hit when 
the air war in the North began 
just short of a year ago. 
The targets were bridges, 
warehouses, truck traffic and 
the like. 
The area struck in the first 
post-pause attacks was Cir south 
of Hanoi, relatively near the 
boundary splitting Viet Nam 
into its Communist and non­ 
communist halves. 
The proponents of escalation 
claim these objectives were hit 
repeatedly before the pause — 
and that the infiltration actually 
grew rather than diminished. 
President Johnson indicated 
strongly Monday that bombing 
operations in the North will re­ 
main under tight control from 
the White House. 
But by no means did Johnson 
foreclose the possibility that the 
United States may find it neces­ 
sary to escalate the war by 
slamming targets which so far 
have been only nicked, or not 
struck at all. 
There's a broad body of opin­ 
ion in the m ilitary and in Con­ 
gress which holds there is little 
sense in returning to the air war 
at the old stand. 
Officers 
and 
congressmen 
holding this view argue that die 
only logical course now is to 
heap punishment on the Com­ 
munists in North Viet Nam—to 
IM t item where it really hurts. 
As a counterweight to this, 
certain officials in the State De­ 
partment reportedly have fa­ 


vored holding the bombing to a

target level, 
strictly 
along 
the infiltration routes. 
The term s hawk and dove ac­ 
tually are oversimplifications. 
There is a range of views in 
both general camps — varying 
degrees 
of 
hawkism 
and 
dovisni. 
For example, nobody could 
legitimately characterlzeanyof 
the military chiefs as doves. 
Yet, 
there are divergencies 
among them on various aspects 
of the war. 
Gen. John P. McConnell, Ute 
Air Force chief of staff, is un­ 
derstood to be eager to turn his 
B52 heavy jet bombers against 
North Viet Nam. Other mem­ 
bers of the Joint Chiefs would 
place priorities 
elsewhere. 
To Adm. David L . McDonald, 
chief of naval operations, action 
against the port of Haiphong — 
the main intake of seaborne 
supplies from the Soviet Union

tant. 
In the war in South Viet Nam, 
Gen. Wallace M. Greene, the 
Marine commandant, espouses 
a strategy of widening coastal 
enclaves to join them eventually 
into one long beachhead as a 
base of operations.

$1 billion each. American Tele­ 
phone 4 Telegraph rose to $1.8 
billion from $1.6 billion. Jersey 
Standard Oil dropped 1,5 per 
cent below 1965, 
but 
still 
cleared $1.04 billion, with the 
fourth quarter showing up bet­ 
ter than the first months of the 
year. 
The four newcomers so far 
a re : Union Oil of California, 
Westinghouse Electric, Cities 
Service, and Kennecott Copper. 
A fifth, Dow Chemical, seems 
likely to join on the strength of 
its first half results. Profits of 
the new comers were in the $101 
million to $106 million range. 
Fourth place in the profits 
standings apparently was re­ 
tained by Texaco Oil with $636.7 
million 
in profits, up from 
$577.4 million the year before. 
Ford Motor, yet to report 1965 
figures, seems sure of at least 
fifth place on the strength of its 
35 per cent increase in the ear­ 
lie r quarters of the year. 
In 
1964 
it cleared $506 million. 
Du Font and Jersey Standard 
were the only corporations in 
the club to make less in 1965 
than in 1964. The giant chemical 
firm dropped to $407 million 
from $471 million, but the de­ 
cline was entirely due tolossof 
General Motors dividends which 
it collected in 1964 on stock it 
has since disposed of under 
court order.

Revolved by the Senate and

Now, 
therefore, be it 
re­ 
solved, by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the Uni­ 
ted States of A merica In Con­ 
gress assembled: 
The Congress approves and 
supports the determination of 
the President, as commander in 
chief, to take all necessary 
measures to repel any armed 
attack against the forces of the
